As of Tuesday, 87 letters had 
been received from people re- 


siding in the proposed new 


Ravenswood attendance area 
protesting the plan. Only two 


letter writers: were against the 
Woodside-San Carlos-Sequoia 
| boundary arrangement. 


In addition, the Menlo 
Park City Council Tuesday 
night directed City Manager 
John R. Johnson to write a 
letter asking that the 
boundary change not be 
made this school year. 


The letter offered city as- 
sistance in making a study of 
the boundary matter. 


City Councilman Ira Bonde, 
who spoke out against the re- 
alignment, gave a detailed ex- 
planation of his position. 

He said the Sequoia district 
did not intend to bus students 
from the new area to Ravens- 
wood with the exception of 
some down near the Willow 
Road-Middlefield Road area. 
The rest would walk, he said. 
Bonde told how Mayor 
Charles Burgess fought for 
establishment of Menlo-Ather- 
ton High in this area and de- 
clared that the school “is close- 
ly linked with the community.”

The students in the new Rav- 
enswood area, Bonde said, 
would not be able to use city 
recreation facilities after 
school. because they’ll be too 
busy getting to and from Rav- 
enswood.

‘City Planner’ Now 
An Established Job 


Next week, for the third time since the city hired its 
first staff planner less than five years ago, the administra- 
tion will start looking for another one. 

It’s interesting to notice how the ppotessiong job of 
planning has grown in only a few short years; 10 years ago, 
when the city hired a consultant to help work up a master 
plan for the development of a guide to future growth, it 
was held that a paid functionary, working full time, 
in and year out, wasn't necessary. 

In those days, the building inspector did all of the 
field work for the commission. 
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year 


But times have changed, and the job of city planner 
is now —in Menlo Park as in most other 
of anything but the most modest size — 
one. 


California cities 
pretty important 


The planners’ vision can go a long way toward shap- 
ing a community. 

True, the appointed planning commission has the 
final say; presumably its members are citizens of vision 
and intelligence who want the future growth of their city 
to be orderly and in the best interests of its citizens. 

But it has developed that such good intentions aren't 
enough. As cities grow, the needs of various areas tend 
to become more complicated; conflicts of interest and atti- 
tude are bound to arise. 

Menlo Park fortunately has been free of these and, 
with the expert knowledge and energy of a professional 
planner, has made good strides in maintaining itself as a 
showpiece residential community. 

But the job isn’t done; just because things seem to be 
in order now doesn’t mean that new problems won't crop up. 

So well need another city planner; we'll have to have 
one on the staff at city hall, from here on it.

Flood Control and Freeway 
—Combination Possible? 


Last week, a Stanford engineer came up with an idea 
which might well be worth exploring at great length: “Com- 
bine,” , the solution to the flood control problems of 
San Francisquito creek with the Willow Road-Sand Hill 
“missing link” freeway.

Not knowing anything about engineering, we're not in 
a position to criticize or back this proposal, but we think 
it should be given the most careful possible scrutiny by 
the experts. 

The creek, historically, is the boundary between San 
Mateo and Santa Clara county. In the old days, it didn’t 
make much difference if this boundary was straight or 


crooked. It doesn’t make much difference today, either, 
save from the fact that if it’s converted to the route of < 
roadbed, straightness has definite advantages. 


A straight creek, too, 
water than a crooked one. 


ought to be able to carry more 

Straightening a creck and building a roadway over it 
sounds expensive. It undoubtedly is. But on the other 
hand, you might balance against this a major proportion of 
some $30,000,000 in land acquisition costs which the state 
division of highways says will be needed for their iniquitous 
proposed Willow-Sand Hill Freeway, plus the actual cost of 
construction of the proposed Ladera dam as envisaged by 
the army’s corps of engineers, plus the value of the land 
which would be in the reservoir area behind the dam if it 
were to be built. 

Such a freeway along the boundaries of Menlo Park 
and Palo Alto has other definite advantages: For one thing, 
it wouldn't split political jurisdictions, such as the city of 
Menlo Park — or Stanford campus, for that matter —in a 
manner which could only be reflected in higher service 
costs. 

The scheme appears well worth study.

County Manager Views Budget

When the head of a house- 
hold sits down to work out a 
budget for the next fiscal year 
he often wonders where’ the 
dollars will come from to get in 
that vacation, manage a new 
car and still pay the tax bills 
and living expenses. 

Many times they don’t work 
out too well. 

The situation in the county 
manager’s office is no different 
unless it is in category of in- 
come. Here the limit is ‘unlim- 


ited” so to speak. 
Manager E. R. Stallings 
and his assistant, Jack Mid- 


daugh, as well as several 
staff members, are burning 
the midnight oil to get the 
final total pared down to 


somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $38 million, which 
would represent an increase 
of avout $4 million over this 
year’s budget. 

The final figure shouid he 
ready to submit to the board of 
supervisors almost any day 
now. Until all department bud- 
gets are fixed, the manager 
must then look around to find 
a source of tax dollars to aliow 
for property acquisition. 

The most pressing a the mo- 
ment is for p 2 of the 
Coyote Point eae of the 
San Maieo college, which will 
be used for recreation purpos- 
es. 

This represents about three- 
quer of a million. A like 


sum, if the money can be 
found, would go toward pur- 
chase of the San Carlos airport, 
althougn this transaction is far 
from being approved either by 
the manager or the board. 

The money may be inserted 
in the budget just in case. 

There is another “little” 
item that should be included 
this year, and the county em- 
ployees are more than slight- 
ly mad at this news. 

As things now stand the 
more than 2000 civil service 
employees will NOT get a raise 
starting July 1. The county civil 
service cOmmission is said to 
be reluctant to grant a straight 
across-the-board one-step boost 
(5.7 per cent) although the 
state ana federal governments 
alre ee have voted similar in-

The City Planner Cleans 


This week, City Planner Bob 
Gray was cleaning out his 
desk, in preparation for leav- 
ing the city staff at the end of 
the month. He's going back to 
Auburn, where he owns a home. 

As he said in letter to 
City Manager John R. Johnson, 
he has a family and financial 
obligations which, he feels, 
can’t be ignored. 

The 32-year-old planner does 
not take the credit unto himself 
for what the planning commis- 
sion has done during the past 
two years, but he had a lot to 
do with the several accomplish- 
ments the commission got 
through, and the discussions 
vhich members have held 
among themselves. 

And the job of “city planner” 
has changed a little, in charac 
ter, since Gray moved to Menlo 


Park. 
Before he came, for in- 
stance, the planning commis- 


sion ma ade decisions even on 


minuie details, and commis- 
signers were in the habit of 
insisting on “policing” mat- 
ters themselves. 

Nowadays, it’s 
quite proper for t 
sioners to approve, a home 
occupation or use permit ‘“‘on 
the recommendation of staff,” 
rather than calling in the ap- 
plicant, listening to long ex- 
planations and then insisting 
that all conditions be met prior 
to issuance of the document in 
question. 

On many occasions, the plan- 
ners have told Gray, “This is 
okay, but don’t issue the permit 
until the applicant gets every- 
thing done that we’ve mention- 
ed in the moticn.” 

During the past two years, 
Gray has dealth with citizens 
representing avarietyiof moods. 

Yet 
he maintains that he never yet

creases. The county must rate 
its sane schedules with other 
area governmental jurisdic- 
tions. 

While the present survey 
now being made will not indi- 
cate any change in this field, 
raises are a cinch to be made 
before the next fiscal year 
starts and then this county will 
be out of step again. 

The board has indicated its 
approval for another survey in 
September or October to make 
comparisons. 

This delay will mean that 
county employees can get no 
salary hikes until Jan. 1. So 
instead of inserting an extra 
$706,000 in the unbudgeted 
reserve to cover one-step in- 
creases, the amount will be 
cut in half to cover only a 
half year. 

The late fall survey would 
then become an annual affair 
with salary schedules being ad- 
justed at the start of the calen- 
adr year. The employees are 
none too happy about losing 
this extra pay for six months. 

A few years ago the board of 
supervisors made it a_ policy 
not to adjust salary schedules 
in the middle of a fiscal year. 
The cry went up that the spring 
survey made comparisons with 
other counties as of the fiscal 
year and did not show increases 
that may have been voted for 
the next year. 

The Gepariment budget re- 
quests for salaries this year 
came t6 a whopping $14 mil- 
lion, what with so many new 
employees asked for. 

Stallings said he hoped to 
have the final total down to 
near $13 millicn but this will 
depend somewhat on the civil 
service commission action. 

It is almost certain that de- 
partment heads who come un- 
der the commission’s jurisdic- 
tion, such as the purchasing ag- 
ent, planning director, agricul- 
tural commissioner, and per- 
sonnel director will be in for 
substantial increases following 
the pattern set when the super- 
visers boosted the salaries of 
elected officiais to take effect 
on Jan. 1. 

Adjusiments are possible in 
this field only at the start of 
a new term, however, while 
‘minor’ department heads and 
top administrative assistants 
are eligible for salary changes 
each year. 


{ how the salary 
schedule finally comes out, the 


budget for 1962-63 will still re- 
present a huge increase. While 
much of it is, admittedly in the 
field of social welfare paid 
mostly by the state and federal 
governments, county citizens 
will be digging up more money 
even if the rate drops a cent or 
two. 


Increased assessments and 
new building will help but 
won’t ease the pain when bills 
come out next fall.

including both the industrial 
parks and the area between the 
railroad tracks and El Camino 
Real in downtown Menlo Park. 
And besides all these con- 
crete actions which followed 
much study and discussion on 
the part of members of the 
plannin gcommission, inter- 
ested citizens, and Gray, 
there was a tremendous vol- 
ume of discussion which re- 
sulted in no action at all.

residential character of Menlo 
Park. 

Ironically, the success of 
the planning commission in 
maintaining this atmosphere 
might be a considerable fac- 
ter in making it necessary for 
Gray to leave the city. 

Property values are high here 
—the result of good planning 
—and since he owned a home 
in Auburn, it became difficult 
to finance a second one in 
Menlo Park on that account. 

One pioblem thus far seems 
to have neatly bracketed Gray’s 
career in Menlo Park. That’s 
the business of William Orr’s 
antenna. 

The antenna, you remember, 
is behind Orr’s house at 48 
Campbeli Lane. It collapses 
to a height of 22 feet when not 
in use, but can be extended to 
a height of 70 feet for trans- 
mitting messages. 

The city granted Orr a per- 
mit for the device, and then 
decided it was illegal—at least, 
it was illegal at its 70-foot op- 
erational height. 

The matter was sent to the 
courts before Gray arrived. It’s 
still in legal process, some- 
where, and it looks as though.

In his choice of plant materi- 
al for starting an espalier the 
gardener is not nearly so re- 
stricted as you might think. 
There is a wide variety of trees) 
and shrubs suitable for espa- 
lier training. Many plants, in 
fact, are to be found in nurser- 
jes already espaliered. 

A cross section of shrubs 
available in espalier form 
might include a Rangpur lime, 
a manzanillo olive, a red bottle 
brush, a fern pine, a weeping 
fig, a southern magnolia, an 
evergreen pear and any of sev- 
eral bright berried pyracan- 
thas. Add to these more than a 
dozen possibilities which your 
nurseryman can show you how 
to start and you can see that 
your choice is really quite 
wide. 

The pyracanthas are especial- 
ly attractive when espaliered. 
Their glossy, tightly-bunched 
little leaves stand out well in 
patterns against a wall. The 
snowy masses of flowers in 
spring and the shiny red or 
orange berries in late summer
